Ar six о'оск on Sanday morning, the céllier brig Royal Thistle,

Similar 
marks are found on the person of Markham, who also answers the 
description exactly in every other respect. He gave contradictory 
accounts of himself, and stated that he had been a “ prig” all his

| THE inquest оп the bodies of the unfortanate men who were 
killed by tne fall of the public-house at Islington was brought to a 
conclusion on Monday, when the jury, after considerable delibera- 
tion, returned a vercict of * Accidental death,” to which was ap- 
pended a severe censure on the architect, whose defective plans, it 
was said, were the cause of the accident. The verdict, № ought to 
be added, was not unanimous, and the foreman of the jury was in 
the minority.

"|t is with cheerfulness that we can for the present moment 
assure your Majesty that all our moral co-operation sball be given 
to the Congress, in order that the principles of justice, now во dis- 
regarded and trampled under foot, shall be re-established for the 
benefit of а troubled society; that the rights now violated shall be 


admitted and claimed in favour of those who have suffered from 


their violation." 
The Emperor Napoleon had spoken in his letter of the “ legiti- 


mate aspirations." The Pope does not understand these “ legiti- 


mate aspirations” in the same sense as the “ eldest son of the 
Church ;" and most assuredly he differs as widely ae possible from 
the interpretation given to them by Victor Emmanuel. Were they 
to sit at the same council board, the latter would apply them to 
Rome and Venetia, and how the former would explain them it is 
needless to say. 

The Constitutionnel says :— 

“Тһе Emperor's idea remains what it was from the first day, 
with the unanimous consent and applause of governments and 
populations. Like all great conceptions it may meet with contra- 

dictions and obstacles, but will it on that account stop in its course? 
We think not. It appears to us that the line to be followed by the 
French Government is clearly traced out; after having testi%ed its 
regret to England and addressed its thanks to the Powers whose 
adhesion was speedily given, it may now furnish the explanations 
asked for. If France, not to be accused of setting herself up as 
arbitrator, and in order to place herself above all suspicion, accord- 
ing to the Emperor's expression, ought to present herself at the 
Congress without any preconceived ideas by abstaining from bring- 
ing forward а programme, she has not the same reason for refusing 
the explanations solicited by several of the cabinets. There is 
nothing therefore to prevent a previous understanding, the ad- 
vantages of which are manifest. In ths midst of so many dissents 
and uncertaintiev, such anjarrangement would create fixed points, 
and, if the majority of the members of the European family 
unite in it, the result would be considerable and to be highly ap- 
landed.” 
Е The above article is in utter contradiction with all that the semi- 
official papers have been saying within the last few days. It now 
holds out that the Cabinet of the Tuileries will consent to draw up 
a programme. This is в wonderful lowering of tone in deference 
to adverse circumstances. For these journals said but a few days 
ago that a programme was impossible, and printed the words in 
large type at the head of their articles. The ‘grand idea” of the 
Emperor, according to them, was the assembling of a number of 
diplomatists (in default of sovereigns) over a g-een baize table to 
talk over all the disagreeable questions which perplex the world. 
Го lay down beforehand any programme for their debates would 
be, we have been told over and over again, " to render the Congress 
useless." 
PRUSSIA. 
OCCUPATION OF THE DUCHIES BY FEDERAL 
TROOPS. 

A Berlin let'er of December 11 has the following: — “ War 
is the word to-day in Berlin. Of an execotion in Holstein, 
at least, we consider ourselves sure, failiog the occurrence 
of something very like а miracle, and it is thought by many, and 
hoped by more, that hostilities will be the result of the entrance of 
German troops into the duchy. Will the King of Denmark with- 
draw or suspend the November constitution ? one hears some ask. 
l'he reply із that there is now no time to do it in. А constitution 
in Denmark is not to be put aside by a stroke of the royal pen ; or 
shelved in a day, like liberty of the press in Prussia, by а Minis- 
terial ordinance. 'The Chamber would expect to be consulted on 
the matter, and for even the briefest processes the time is now 
short. The daysare easily counted until that appointed for the 
execution to take place. I think I told you that railway trains are 
already bespoken for the conveyance of the Saxon contingent, 


which is expected to enter Holstein on the 15 inst. 
The  Hanoverians will doubtless promptly follow, and 
should the Danes resist, the  Austro-Prussian reserves 
will quickly move пр to the front. These latter will 


form an army of 52,000 men, of which 22,000 are Austrians, and 
80,000 Prussians—the two divisions, 6th and 13th, appointed for 
the service having been raised to that strength by the calling in of 
the reserves. The command will be taken by the Prussian Prince 
Frederick Charles, who, already destined much, as it appears, to 
the satisfaction of hig own service—to the command of the troops 
supplied by this country, is зо we now learn, to have under his 
orders those furnished by Austria. It appeare tha: the Emperor 
Francis Joseph gracetully made the offer to the King of Prussia to 
place the Austrian contingent under his nephew's command, and 
that the King gladly and gratefully accepted. Prince Frederick 
Oharlesis in his thirty-sixth year, and a cavalry general Ho is 
said to be a smart officer, seems well enough liked in the Prussian 
army, and the leading part he is now called upon to play will give 
him increased prominence and popularity. Like all armies long 
condemned to inaction, that of Prussia thirsts for an opportunity of 
distinguishing itself, especially іп 5 cause om behalf of which the 
sympathies of the country are во strongly enlisted. There are but 
few men now serving in it who ever saw а shot fired in anger, and 
soon, if war does not oocur, there be none. One not unfre- 
quently hears soperier officers regretting this prolonged period of 
peace аз injurious to the Prassian service, and throughout the body 
of officers generally there exists the strongest desire for a fight.” 


POLAND. 

A German correspondent from Lomza, writing in the Schlenische 
Zeitung, gives the following deseription of Mouravieff's recent pro- 
ceedings in that town :— 

“For some time before we were placed under the iron sceptre of 
Mouravicff, а Russian military commandaut hed resided here ap- 
parently as а quiet private gentlemen, not interfering in anything. 

his, however, was but a mask which the Russisns used to enable 
him to insinuste himself into the confidence of the citizens, and thus 
to act as a вру on their actions. Ав soon as he had acquired suffi- 
cient information, he requested Mouravieff to send us an unscrupu- 
lous and energetic Russian аа civil governor. Thia was scon done, 
and ep. tale emissary, im tely after his arrival, sum- 
mowed all the inhabitants, both Jews н | Christiens, to the market- 
place. We obeyed this order patiently, and the market-place was 
soon filled. The Ohristian inhabitants were then separated from 
the Jews, and surrounded by infantry and Cossacks, after which 
their new ruler came forward, glared at the trembling crowd, and 
exclaimed, “ Where із the rascal N——?” Тһе individual named, 
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one of our principal Jewish merchants, advanced. “ Lock him пр” 
was the next order to the Cossacks, who immediately seized him 
and dragged him from the spot. ‘Chen turning to the Christians 
— Now, you perjured, faithless hounds, have you quite forgotten, 
your great Czar? Down on your knees, and swear your oath of 
allegiance once more.” We then all fell trembling on our knees, 
and remained in that position until our master thus addressed us :— 
и Now'get up, pack ой to your ho and write an address of sub- 
mission to our mighty Ozar end | ith these words we were 
dismissed. We thought this was all, but we were grossly d«ceived. 
The arrests now began; the most г officia's and citizens 
were taken from their houses and thrown into prison. The 
slight+st remonstrance was punished with from fifty to 100 lashes, 
An old Polish lady who was ordered to produce ber son but could 
not do so as he was absent, regeived sal blows with a rod. The 
apothecary T—, a citizen universally liked in the town. was also 
arested, and received eighty lashes becanse he did not follow hig 
escort quick enough. Iu short, it is impossible for me to девсгіһе to 
you all the acts of violence committed by this unworthy delegate 
of Mouravieff. Weare іп despair; all trade is stopped. We hear 
of nothing but arrests and floggings. The address is signed. May 
Poland forgive us this forced homage. The world knows the way 
in which these addresses are obtained. In the neighbouring city of 
Sursalki, the Jewish community was similarly forced to sign an 
address of submission, and the deputation which took it to Wilna 
was accompanied by a strong military escort.” 

The Schlessische Zeitung рынын the following letter froma 
Pele who has recently been de to Russia, in illustration of 
the statement of the official Dziennik, that the prisoners in the 
citadel of Warsaw аге mildly treated :— 

“ Although I arrived at my destination some weeks ago, I have 
hardly yet recovered from the sufferings of my imprisonment, which 
have tried me more severely than all the fatigue of the journey. [ 
will not mention the physical eufferings which those in the citadel 
must endure, for they have no doubt been described by many of my 
fellow suffeers; but what exceeds all comprehension is tte 
manner in which one is treated by the Russian staff officers, who 
act as judges at the examinations. How little I had to disclose 
at my examination you, my friends, well know; but as 1 was 
regarded as an ivflnential personage, it was thought necessary to 
extort information from me at any price, and terrible were the mea- 
sures they resorted to with this view. Many questions that were 
put t) me they accompanied by striking me in the face with their 
fists, and tearing the hair from my head and beard, so that fre- 
quently I was taken senseless and motionless to my cell. My per- 
secuter who thus treated me, and no doubt many others in this 
way, is a colonel named Idanowiez. Often, when the savage 
glared at ше and pulled at my beard, E felt as if I could throw my- 
self upon him and tear his eyes out with my nails; but the thought 
of you, my dear friends, restrained me. I would not make my 
situation worse than it is, wishing to preserve my life for your sake. 
I do not know whether these lines, which а sympathising officer 
bas consented to take charge of, will come to your hands. Should 
they do во, L beg of you to publish to the world the name of the 
barbarian Idanowicz, to prove how Polish State prisoners are treated 
by Russian judges." 


AMERICA. 

The manner of the escape of the Confederate guerilla General 
M-rgan, aud his six companions, from the penitentiary at Cincinnati 
is thus described :— 

“On the night of the 28th of November the Confederate Major- 
General John H. Morgan and six of his officers escaped from the 
Ohio Penitentiary at Columbus. They had by patient labour for 
two weeks dug through the floor of their cell, having for tools only 
two small pocket-knives. About two weeks previously one of the 
prisoners asked for boards to cover their cell floor, stating that 
the camp stone was injuring their health. Тһе rneuspicious 
guard granted their request, and these boards were used to cover 
their work. After penetrating their cell floor, which was one 
foot thick of stone aud brick, they reached в four-feet sewer, 
but, being stomped by а heavy grating at its mouth, they dug 
through the soft earth under the outer wall, and thus reached the 
open country. The night being dark and stormy favoured their 
operations, and there seems to be no doubt that they received assist- 
ance from sympethisers outside. The governor immediately tele- 
graphed to all the military committees of the State, and the provost 
marshals had instructious to scour the whole country for the fugi- 
tives. Heavy rewards were offered for General Morgan, dead or 
alive, and every exertion was made for his capture, but not the 
slightest clue could be discovered as to the route they had taken, 
пог was anything heard of him until а despatch, dated Toronto, 
Nov. 30, announced his safe arrival at that place. 

“The following note, addressed to the warden, was left in the 
vacated cell :— 

“ Qommencement, Хоу. 5; conclusion, Nov. 20, number of 
hours’ labour per day, three; tools, two small knives; patience is 
bitter, but its fruit is sweet.—By order of my six honourable Con- 
federates, “tT. Henry Hames, Captain, СБА” 


THE VOLUNTEERS. 


"Тнк annual distribution of prizes to the successful competitors in 
the 29th (North) Middlesex Kifle Volunteers took place on Mouday 
evening at the Vestry-ha)l of St. Pancras, Camden: town, and іп the 
presence of а numerous company of ladies and gentlemen.

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MURDER ОҒ А YOUNG LADY BY HER SWEET- 
HEART. 


Ar Derby Assizes, George Victor Townley wag indicted for the 
murder of Miss Goodwin. Mr. Boden, QO. (specially retained), 
and Mr. Bristowe appeared for the prosecution; and Mr. Macaulay, 
Q.O.. and Mr. Serjeant O'Brieu (both of whom were specially re- 
tained), with Mr. Stephen, defended the prisoner. The court was 
densely crowded with people anxious to hear this remarkable trial. 
The prisoner, who was described as a man of very quiet and re- 
fined manners, a good linguist, and an accomplished musicien, and 
who was apparently about twenty-five years of age, on being ar- 
raigned pleaded “ Not guilty " in а low but firm voice 

Mr. Boden, in opening the case for the prosecution, after advert- 
iog to the painful interest it had excited іп the county, and asking 
the jury to dismiss from their minds the rumours which were 
floating about, and to attend to the evidence only, stated that the 
prisoner was а member of а respectable family living at Hend- 
ham- vale, а mile or two from Manchester. His father was a com- 
mission agent at Manchester, but the prisoner had no employment, 
unless it was that he acted as a clerk in his father's office. Miss 
Elizabeth Goodwin, with whose death he was charged, was the 
daughter of Mr. Henry Goodwin, and granddaughter of Captain 
Good win, who had long lived in the county and acted as & magistrate 
Mr Henry Goodwin lived at Chester, and up to the last three or four 
years Miss Goodwin had lived with her mother, but about that time 
she left Chester and went to reside at Wigwell-grange, or hall, with 
her grandfather, who is an old man upwards of eighty years of age. 
Miss Goodwin herself was nearly twenty-three years of sge. 
Captain Good win's eldest son was а physician at Manchester, and 
Miss Goodwin, while on a visit to him, formed the acquaintance 
of the Townleys. That acquaintance led to the forming of a strong 
attachment between tbe prisoner and the deceas and ulti- 
mately, about four years ago, they became engaged. Owing 
to Townley’s want of means to support a wife, the engage- 
ment was not approved of by the lady's friends, аай for eome short 
time it was broken ой. It bad been renewed, however, shortly 
afterwards, and continued to exist to within a short time of her 
death. Miss Goodwin appears to have written to the prisoner on 
the 14th of August, to break off the engagement. Her letters, 
however, had, with one exception, been given up by Townley 
io her friends, who destroyed them. The letter produced was 

is:— 

“ Му dear George, —I write this in the greatest haste to tell you 
not to come оз ашу account. І leave here to-day, and can't tell 
when I shall or can be back again. I do not wish to see you, if 
it can be possibly avoided; snd, indeed, there will be no chance 
now, во we hai better end this state of suspense at once, and say 
*Good-bve, without seeing each other. 1 feel sure I could not 
stand the mee'ing. If you write once more within the next three 
dave [can get it, but not later than that time without its being 
seen, for my letters are strictly watched, and even opened. 

“ Yours, truly, * Bessie. 

“ Wednesday. “ Immediate. 

“G. У. Townley, Esq., Hendham-vale, Smedley, 

near Manchester.” 

The Rev. Herbert Harris: I keep the grammar school at Wirks- 
worth, which is about a mile and a-half from Wigwell-grange. 
The prisoner came to my house on the 21st of August at half-past 
one, and said, “ I have called on you as a friend of Miss Goodwin. 
I suppose you know there was an engagement between us.” I said, 
“T understood there was an engagement, but that it had been 
broken off.” Не said, “She has written to me to break off the en- 
gagement, and declines to see me. I want to know how matters 
stand.” Isaid, ч Anything I know ig in confidence, and, therefore, 
I cannot satisfy you” Не said, “І will find it out somehow or 
other" Hoe then asked who was the clergyman who had been 
staying at Wigwell. I said, “ There had been one there, but I de- 
clined to give his name.” I had been told that there was an en- 
gagement between Mise Goodwin and this сі man, who was 
staying there three weeks or а month He then asked if Mies 
Goodwin was at Wigwell, and if I thought any coercion had been 
used towards her. 1 ssid she was at Wigwell, but no coercion hed 
been used towards her that I was aware of. He said, ‘Sooner or 
later I must ses her.” 

Reuben Conway: I work for Mr. Bowmer, who lives just opposite 
the hall. On Friday night, between eight aud nine o'clock, es I 
was going slong the turnpike-road from the hall towards the Wig- 
well-lane end I heard a moaning noise, which appeared to come 
from the direction of the Mill-Ilane end I ran forward, and found 
Miss Goodwin guiding herself by the wall and coming towards the 
hall. Her face and the front of her dress were covered with blood. 
She asked me to take her home, and ssid there was a gentleman 
down there had been murdering her. 1 put my arm round 
her and carried her abeat twenty yards. She asked me 
whether I conld see апу 08%, and on looking down the road 
І saw the prisoner sixty or А yards below towards the 
lane end, and nearer the end в the place where the blood 
was afterwards кезі Bo ws стоз не the road, and then came 
towards me.

As he ohme ар, him, and asked 
who had been murdering Mins Goodwins said he had stabbed 
her. І asked him to go and help me, and he took hold of her head 
and Го! her body, and we carried her towards Wigwell. He call d 
her “ Poor Bessie” several times, and said, “ You should not have 
proved false to me.” She ssid nothing then. We laid her down 
near а gate, and prisoner asked me for something to put 
round her neck to stop the bleeding. I said I had nothing, 
and he asked me to go for help. I asked him if be would 
stop with her, and he said he would. I then went to Mr. Bow- 
mers yard for help, leaving the prisoner with Miss Goodwin. 
I was away about four or five minutes, and on coming back found 
the prisoner holding something round her neck. I asked if 
she was living, and he said she was. Sho said, “ Take me home." 
We then carried her a short distance further until Mr. Seeds and 
his brother came up. Mr. Sees asked who had done it. The pri- 
soner ssid “ I have done it.” We then carried her further, and met 
James Conway, who also asked who had doneit. The prisoner 
said, “ I know, and he knows; I am the man who did it, and I shall 
be han for it." Miss Goodwin then said she was dying. We 
carried her farther, and met Mr Bowmer, who also wanted to know 
who had dene it. The prisoner said, “ I have done it; there is по 
question at all about that.” After going a little further he said he 
was afraid she was dead, and bent down and kissed her. She was 
dead. We met Captain Goodwin and Ann Poyser, the quen en 
just within the ball gates. Captain Goodwin asked what we ha 
amiss, and the prisoner answered, *' It із your granddaughter Betsy, 
murdered." Captain Goodwin wanted to know who bad done it. 

The prisoner said, “1 have done it ;" and, on the captain's asking 
Who he was, said, “ My name is George Townley." 

For the defence it was contended that the prisoner was in an 
unsound state of mind when he committed the act. 

Dr. Forbes Winslow: 1 have seen the prisoner twico in the pre- 
sence of Mr. Sims, the governor of the gaol. He was not aware of 
my кате or of the object of my visit. His behaviour was quite 
natural and not I talked to him largely on the subject of 
the crime. I was with him nearly two hours on the first occasion 
and three-quarters of an һопг on the second. I think at this pre- 
sent moment he is aman of deranged iatellect. He was deranged 
on the 18th of November, and I Cs ы иш more во last night, 
when І saw hima second time. If I any doubt as to his in- 


sanity on the 18th of November, I had none whatever last night. 
I adverted to the conversation I had had with him on the pros 
occasion, with a view of satisfying my mind that I had left him 
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with an accurate im n of what he had said. He repeated to 
me that he did not recognise he had committed any crime at all, 
neither did he feel any degree of pain, regret, contrition, or re- 
morse for what he had done. 1 endeavoured to impress on his mind 
on my first visit the serious nature of the crime he had committed 
He repudiated the idea of its being а crime, either against God or 
man, and in reply to some observation of mine, a'tempting to justify 
the act, alleging that he considered Miss Goodwin as his property ; 
that she had п illegally wrested from him by au act of vio- 
lence ; that he viewed her in the light of his wifo who had com- 
mitted an act of adultery, and that he bad as perfect a right 
to deal with ber life as he had with any other description of pro- 

rty, аз the money іп his pocket, &с. І endeavoured to prove to 

im the gross absurdity of his statement and the enormity of his 
offence, and he replied, * Nothing short of a miracle can alter my 
opinions." Тһе expression that Miss Goodwia was his property 
was frequently repeated. Не killed her to recover and repossess 
himself of property which had been stolen froa him 
disturb this, as I thought, very insane idea

I said, “ Suppose any | 


one had robbed you of a picture, what course would you take to | 


recover it?" Не said һе would demand its restitution, and if it 
were not granted, he would take the person's life without compunc- 
tion. I зерііед that he had по right to take the law into his own 
hands; he should have recourse to legal measures to obtain restitu- 
tion. He remarked that he recognised the right of no man to sit in 
judgment upon him. Не was в free agent; and as he did not bring 

imself into the world by any action of his own, he had perfect 
liberty to think and act as he pleased, irrespective of any one else. 
I regard these expressions as the evidence of a disea:ed intellect. 
Last evening he said that he had been for some weeks previously to 
the 21st of August under the influence of a conspiracy There were 
six conspirators plotting against him, with a view to destroy him, 
with а chief conspirator at their head. 

Mr. Boden having replied, the judge summed up; and the jury, 
after an absence of five minutes, returned a verdict of ** Guilty.” 

Baron Martin, having put on the black cap, said,—Prisoner at 
the bar, after every possibility in your favour has been urged with 
an ability never excelled, you have been found gy of wilful 
murder, апа in that verdict I entirely concur. 1f the defence which 
has been set up in your behalf had prevailed, it would, іп my opinion, 
have been attended with consequences dangerous to society. If it 
entered into the minds of men that they might take the life of any 
woman who was fickle, the results would һе fearful. I have now 
only one duty to perform. With regard to that I have no discre- 
tion, but am under an absolute necessity of fulfilling it. I beg of 
you to take advantage of your opportunity to make your peace with 
God. 1 have no desire by any comment of mine to distress you or 
any other persons, but will, without saying more, pronounce the 
sentence imposed by tbe law. His lordship then, with much emo- 
tion, paseed sentence of death upon the prisoner. 


MURDER IN THE WATERLOO-BOAD.

Witness: He his trousers and boots on, but mo coat or 
waistcoat. Ав soon as he told me to go and see, I went up-stairs 
into his room, and on opesing the door l saw the d on her 
hands and knees, with a fearful gash across her throat, and blood 
flowing from #6. I called out, “ For God's sake, Mrs. Wright, what 
isthe matter?” Тһе deceased, in в very feeble voice, said, “Не 
has cut my throat." 

Mr. Buroham; Was she dressed ? 

Witness: Yes, sir, but her clothes were covered with blood, end 
it seemed to me that she had struggled a great deal. As soon as I 
discovered her in that state [ returned to my own room and roused 
up the landlady, aud having partially dressed myself, we both went 
down and called in the police. 

Did you see the deceased afterwards?—Yes, sir. I returned to 
the room, and she was then lying on her side, with her héad towards 
the fire-place. ‘There wasa pool of blood on each side of the neck, 
and she was then dead. 

Did the prisoner say anythinz to you before the police arrived ? 
—After 1 had been up to his room and saw the deceased as de- 
scribed, and when I was dressing in my own room, he came and 
knocked at my door and wanted to be admitted. 1 asked him what 
he wanted. He said, “Open the door," but I told bim I should 
not have anything to say to him until the police arrived. Не then 
went away. 

Did he appear to have been drinking ?—Oh, no, sir. 

How long have you known him?—4About four months. I always 
thought they were man snd wife, аз they lived so very comfort- 


le. 

Do you know the age of the deceased? —l believe her age was 
about forty-two. I know nothing at all about her friends. She 
told me some days ago that they were respectable and well-off. 
That's all І know, sir. 

Mr. George Harrup, assistant to Mr. Dodd, surgeon, 88, 
Waterloo-road, was next called. Не ssid: 1 was called 
up by the police a little after four oclock on Sunday 
morning to go to No. 11, in the same road. When | 
got there I saw last witness and the landlady, and proceeded 
with them to the front reom on the second floor, where 1 found 
the body of woman lying on the floor, with her throat cut. She 
was quite dead. J examined her, and found cuts on each side of the 
neck, dividing the main arteries, which caused death. A constable 
was in the room, and he handed me a razor, the blade of which was 
covered with biood. Such an instrument wculd cause the wounds 
in the neck. 

Mr. Burcham: Was the prisoner in the room then ? 

Witness: Yes, air, standing near the body. 
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Did you hear him say anything while you werein the room ?— 
Yes, sir. He first asked me for some water, which was handed to 
him, and as soon as ho had drank it he said, “ Таке me away аз soon 
as possible, as 1 can't bear to be here any longer.” When the con- 
stable handed me the bloody razor, the prisoner exclaimed, “ It's all 
right— I did it with that razor.” 

Had deceased been dead long before you went into the room ?— 
She did not appear to have been dead wany minutes. She had 
apparently fallen down and rolled over, as there were several pools 
of blood. 

Mr. Borcham (to the prisoner): Do you wish to ask either of 
these wituesses any questions ? 

Prisoner: No, sir; I have no question to ask. 

Edward Newton, Polic+-con-tsble 76 L, said : About four o'clock 
yesterday morning I was on duty in the Waterloo-road, when I 
heard cries for * police" proceeding from one of the houses іп Wel- 
lington-terrasa. I сгозве а the road, and found Mrs. Ireland and 
Mrs. Redhoune at the door of No. 11. They both said that a man 
had murdered bis wife up-staira. I went up with them to the 
second-floor front room, and saw the prisoner behind the door. А 
female was lying on the floor with her head to the flre-place with 
her throat cut. {sent another constable for the doctor, who imme- 
diately attended. 

Mr. Barcham: Was the female dead when you entered ? 

Witness: I believe she was. There were two frightfal cuts on 
the neck, and pools of blood on each side. Assoon as I entered the 
room I said, “ What is the matter?” Тһе prisoner came forward 
and said, “ I did it, and it can't be helped.” After that the prisoner 
went up to Mrs. Ireland and shook her hand, asking her to let his 
friends know the position be was in. I found а razor, the blade of 
which was bloody, and on picking it up the prisoner exclaimed, 
«І did it with that." The doctor then attended, aud 
finding the female" was dead I took the prisoner into custody. 

Was there anything in the room to show that there had been any 
struggle?—Yes, sir. The floor was very bloody in different places, 
and the prisoner's shirt, hands, and face had blood on them. I saw 
a large ivory-handled table knife on the table near the place where 
the deceased lay. Аз soon аз I took it up the prisoner exclaimed, 
* That's the kuife she took up at me” 

John Redboune was called, but not placed on the depositions. 
He said. My mother is Jaudlady of the house No. 11, Waterloo- 
road. The prisoner and the deeeased һауе lodged in the second 
floor some months. We suppos«d them to be man and wife, as they 
lived comfortable and respectable together. І до not know what 
time they came home on Saturday. About four o'clock іп the morn- 
ing Т was, however, roused up by hearing screams іп the room, 
which alarmed everybody in the house. І jumped out of bed, and 
thinking the house was on fire, | opened the window. Finding 
such was no! case, I closed the window again; and hearing some 
one on the stairs, opened the bedroom door, and saw the prisoner 
coming down with the sleeves of his shirt tacked up, aud blood on 
his hands and face. Мга. Ireland ran up-stairs at the time, and my 
mother followed, and the police were called in. 

The Chief Clerk: Was the prisoner in the habit of quarrelling 
with the deceased ? 

Witness: No, sir, they seemed to live comfortable enough. They 
went out on Saturdey night as happy as possible. 

M t Parcham (to the constable): Have you any further evidence 
to offer 

Inspector Young, L division, who had charge of the case, re- 
plied that that was all the evidence they had to cffer. 

Mr. Burcham then oautioned the prisoner in the usual way, 
and asked him whether he wished to say anything in answer to 
the charge. 

The prisoner looked up, and in а feeble voice said, "I have 
nothing to say." . 

Mr. Barcham told him that the evidence was all complete, there- 
fore he sould commit him at once to Newgate for trial for the wil- 
ful murder of Maria Green. 

The prisoner was then removed from the dock by Doune the 
gaoler, and conveyed immediately in a cab to Horsemonger- 
lane gaol, from which plage he was subsequently taken to Newgate. 

Tho dense crowd that eurrounded the court then dispersed. 


The unfortunate viotim who perished by the hands ef the man 
Wright, at their residence in the Waterloo-road on Sunday morn- 
ing last, although she has for the leat ten years been leading an 
immoral life, was formerly moving in a respectable position in 
society. She was merried some years since to а man named 
Green, by whom she had two children. She was deserted by her 
husband, and for some time obtained a decent livelihood by 
working ав a dressmaker and milliner, daring which period 
she occupied а house in Garden-row, London-road, South- 
wark. Being of а lively disposition, and possessing consider- 
able personal attractions, she fell ints loose company, and 
ultimately took to the etreets for the support of herself and 
children, whom she hed placed out at school. A few months 
since, while living in еее York-road, Lam- 
hoth, she had а sum of money left by some of her relatives, the 
whole of whom are highly respectable, and unf» tunately became 
addict d to habits of intemperance. About this time she made the 
acqualutance of the man Wright, and after a short time she agreed 
to live with him, supporting both on the wages of her prostitution. 
They frequeutly quarrelled about the proceeds of her immorality, 
and she bad repeatedly threatened to leave him, and a few days 
siuce she resolved to carry out her intentions. Both the murderer 
and his victim had been drinking freely together on Saturday even- 
ing, and on» of the usual quarrels about money took place. The 
man was very illiterate, while the woman was poseessed of а supe- 
rior education, which added to the discomfort of their immoral life. 


THE ALABAMA AGAIN AT WORK.—TWO MORE 
VESSELS DESTROYED. 


By the arrival of the India and China mail we learn that the state- 
ment that the Alabama had gone to the eastward is correct, and 
that she bad already signalled her arrival іп the eastern waters 
the destruction of two large American merchantmen off Java Head. 
From tho particulars at present to hand we only know that the 
Amanda, which is one of the vessels destroyed, under the com- 
mand of Captain Larrabee, left Mauilla on the 18th. of September 
last, bound to Cork for orders. Тье Amanda was а fine clipper 
barque, built at Maine in 1861, and was owned by Mesers. J. Т. 
Stevens and Oo., of that city. Нег cargo was в very valuable one, 
being com:rised principally of coffee, indigo, pepper, hemp, and 
tobacco. Тһе other vessel barned was а fine square rigged elipper 
ship, called the Winged Racer, Captain Cummings. ‘his vessel 
le't Manilla about the 4th of September (we are not certain as to 
the exact date), and was also fallen in with by the Alabama off 
Java Head, captured, and destroyed. Тһе Winged Raccr was 
laden with a most valuable cargo, and bound for New York. She 
was built at Boston in 1852, was 1,767 tons burdev, and was 
owned in New York by Messrs. R J. taylor. The latest intelli- 
gence received from the Mauritius states that the United States 
war steamer Vanderbilt, Captain Ba'dwin, had left that place in 
search of the Alabama, Captain Baldwin having been apprized of 
the new cruising ground of the Ounfederate c' niger.

the jury that they were bound to find the prisoner guilty, and the 
jury did their duty in returning that verdict. An ingenious at- 
tempt was made by Mr. Macaulay to prove that the prisoner was 
not responsible for his actions, aud following the usual custom on 
such occasions he called Dr. Forbes Winslow to prove his case, 
That distinguished specialist was of opinion that the mind of 
Townley was such as to relieve him from responsibility. “ Не 
looked,” says Dr. Winslow, "upon Miss Goodwin іп the 
light of а wife who had committed adultery, and having, 
according to his conviction, so acted, he was justified in 
killing her." That Townley's mind was in a disordered con- 
dition may be admitted, but a defective judgment or even a 
perverted moral sense has never been considered conclusive proof 
of insanity. When self-control із lost there are ргесірісев of pas- 
sion down which the fever-stricken human mind rushes into abysses 
of madness and crime. The hate of love is sometimes 80 over- 
powering that men with their eyes open are driven almost irresis- 
tibly to commit acts which neverthless they know to be wrong. 
This may palliate tbeir guilt, but it cannot relieve them from re- 
sponsibility. It is well settled that no men is to be exoused from ro- 
sponsibility, if at the time of committing & crime he knows the 
distinction between right and wrong. An eccentric man may think 
tbat under certain circumstances he is entitled to take the law into 
his own hands, but if he acte upon this principle when he із per- 
feotly aware that this is forbidden, he must suffer the punishment 
which the wilfal violation of law entails. Society cannot subsist 
if every man is to be allowed to do with impunity whatever seems 
to himself right.

Then, ав 
now, the death of a Danish Sovereign precipitated è orisis it was 
possible for the Prussian Government, involved im @ political 
conflict with the people, to turn to its own advantage. In 
1849 the war commenced On the 5th of April the Danes lost 
& line-of-battle sbip and а frigate, which had ventured up the 
narrow inlet of the sea at Eckernforde and could not return. One 
was burnt, the other captured. On the 13th the Germans at- 
tempted to attack the Danish position in the island of Als, but could 
not foroe the narrow sound between Dyppel and the island. They 
were repulsed with the loss of 150 men and two guns. The wer 
extended northwards into Jutland, and the Schleswig-Holstein 
army invested Fredericia, which they bombarded. But the 
Danes, bringing troops into the place by sea, made а sortie, 
took the insurgents’ camp and works, captured thirty- 
one cannon, and compelled them to abandon the siege. 
On the 10th of July a second armistice was concluded, and for 
twelve months the whole question was kept іп the hands of diplo- 
macy. Prussia, finding the war rather an embarrassment than an 
advantage, withdrew from it altogether by the ‘separate peace” 
with Denmark, concluded at Berlin on the 2nd of July, 1850, and 
the Provisional Government of the Duchies was left to fight for its 
existence ав could.

THE LATE LORD ELGIN. 


James Bruce, eighth Earl of Elgin, and twelfth E«rl of Kincar- 

dine, Baron Bruce in the peerage of Scotland and of England, Lord 

Lieutenant of Fifeshire, K.T., G.O.B, F.8.A., and D.O.L., whose 

death on 20th November last is announced, was born in Park- 

lene, London, on July 20, 1811, and was educated at Eton, whence, 

in due time, he passed to Christ Oburch, Oxford. There he was 

the contemporary of Lords Canning and Dalhousie, of Gladstone, 

Liddell, Sidney Herbert, and & distinguished knot of public men 

who entered public life about the same Ише. Не closed a distin- 
guished career as undergraduate іп 1832, by aking а first class in 

вета hnmaniores, and was shortly afterwards elected to a fellowship 
at Merton College. He did not enter — until the general 
election of 1841, when the receat death of his elder half-brother 
(Lord Bruce) having wade him heir to the earldom, he was chosen 
M.P. for Southampton in the Conservative interest, bearing at the 

time the title of Lord Bruce. His father's death, however, ocouring 
within three or four months, raised him to the Scotch peerage, 
which die qualified him for а seat inthe Lower House. At а period 
of great political agitation in the West Indies he was appointed 
Governor-General of Jamaica. He was very popular aad in- 
defetigable in his new position, and gained great oredit for ad- 
ministrative ability whilst in the West Indies. In 1846 he was 
selected by Earl Grey, who then held the colonial seals, to fill the 
official post of Governor and Сары! General of Canada, in spite of 
the fact that his family ties end his personal predilections both 
conspired t» bind him to the Peelite party. Thie was at the period 
when the boundary question between America and England was in 
dispute, and Lord Elgin, by the prudence and administrative ability 
he showed at that critical period, gained for himself that great name 
which no doubt afterwards induced the Government to select him for 
most important diplomatic missions, and ultimately for the post of 
Viceroy of our Indian empire. In Canada Lord Elgin became as effi- 
cient and as popular as he had proved himself in Jamaica, carrying 
into effect the conciliatory policy which had been initiated by his 
father-in-law, the late Earl of Durhem.

Thinking it unlikely they would return after being 
disturbed twice, he returned, threw off hie coat, waistcoat, 
ап] trousers, and sat down іп an easy chair in the front 
sitting-room, toying with the life-preserver while listening 
for further noises. Im this position he must have falien asl+ep, but 
how long he slept he kuew not, as he was awakened by the barking 
of the dog. He felt very oold, and the life-preserver in bis haud 
reminded him of his previous fears. His first thought was that 
while he had been sleeping the thieves might have broken into the 
house There was only a small nightlight burning in his room, 
Mrs. Chivers was asleep, and all the other members of the hoasehold 
had retired to rest. He believed and fancied he heard stealthy foot- 
steps upon the landing outside. Without а moment's hesitation he 
opened the door, and in the darkness he discerned a maa coming 
out of an snte-room w. oommanicates with the school-room. On 
the impulse of the moment Mr. Chivers went towards him, put 
his hand upon his shoulder, and said, “ Halloo.” The fellow 
turned round, and striking Mr. Chivers a blow upon the head, 
made for the stairs. Fortunately this blow did not take the 
desired effect, and Mr. Chivers returned it with interest. Standing 
two or three steps above the burglar as he was descend- 
ing the stairs, Mr. Chivers struck him such a swinging 
blow with the life- upon the head that the fellow 
dropped, and would have fallen foremost down the stairs but 
that Mr. Chivers held him by the collar. It was almost a pity that 
Mr. Chivers sh »wed so much consideration. Por а few seconds the 
fellow was stunned, and Mr. Ohivers thought he had killed him; 
but he rallied sufficiently to have an ides that the sooner he got 
out of the place the better, and gathering himself up, he said, “ОБ, 
let ше go." He down stairs, bleeding profusely from the 
wound upon bis head, and made for the kitohen, where the gas had 
been lighted, followed by Mr. Obivers. He went towards the scal- 
lery door, and there he fell down the steps, apparently confused by 
the effeote of the blow, end Mr. Chivers fell with him. As soon «s 
he found thet Mr. Chivers was upon the grouud, it seemed to occur 
to him that his best chance of getting away would be to disable that 
gentleman, and he rolied over him in and again, struck him in 
the mouth and upon the head, kicked him in а vital part, and tried 
to wrest the life-preserver from him. He had tried to lay hold 
of a heavy wooden bar, which had been forced off in breaking open 
the scullery door, but Mr. Chivers kicked that out of his reach. 
In fact, they had a most desperate stru gle upon the ground. Mr. 
Chivers thought he was pretty sure of his man, so let him get up, 
telling him that if he did not keep quiet he would get another taste 
of the life-preserver. The fellow them went into the yard, арра- 
rently with the intention of рыны. over the wall by the same 
way that he had got in, but finding himself too weak for this he 
returned into the scallery, and sank exhausted into a chair, Mr. 
Chivers still keeping close to him. At that moment a second bur- 
glar, who had up to thie time, unknown to Mr Ohivers, been “ get- 
ting а fe» things ready” in the front room, and had most probably 
ouly just heard the interruption, dashed into the kitchen, seized a 
heavy pair of tongs, amd brandishing them over his head, said. 
ч You ——, I will eplit your —— skali open if you come near me.” 
Mr. Obivers bad, on қағар ме entrance of burglar No 2, run up 
the steps from the souilery into the kitchen. He saw thet the crisis 
hai come, and, without pausing to parley or even to consider, he 
dashed in at the fellow, and administered with his life-preserver 
such а crashing blow “ри the fellow’s shoulder that he dropped 
the tongs, his arm po һай he also sunk down 
writhing with agony. Mr. Ohivers thinks he must have broken 


tho ruffian's eellar-bone, for contordons of hie face were hor- 
riblo ‘Two burglars were thas here de combat, and the odds 


were ali in favour of Mr. Cui the tables were turned by 
the entrance of а third bu , who must have come from down 
stairs. At а glance this w seemed to comprehend the position 
of affairs. e saw one of his comrades almost senseless and 
smothered with blood, end another writhing with a disabled arm. 
He picked up the tongs which the second man had dropped, and 
swore that if Mr. Chivers approached him he would make him a 
corpse at his feet. In this position they stood for а few seconds 
looking at each other, and hesitating whether the deadly attack, for 
deadly it immediately would have been, should begin. This 
third burglar was в bigger and more powerful man then either 
of the other two, aud Mr. Chivers began to feel exhausted 
by the struggle. His mouth was во parched that he could not open 
his lips. He wen’ back into the scullery and held his mouth 
under the water-tap to refresh himself. In that brief time 
the burglars hed determined that they had better get away as 
soon ав possible. On returning to the kitchen, he saw the two last 
comers helping their broken-headed comrade into the hall, and out 
they west = front door, which, by the way, they had previously 
unfastened to make good their escape if disturbed. Mr. Chivers 
followed his visitors to the door, watched them cross the road, and 
saw them climb а wall on the opposite side. Mr. Ohivers went 
back into the house, intending to dress and follow them, but a re- 
action after the previous excitement set in, and he became violently 
sick end ill. He remembers nothing further until he found himseli 
in bed next morning, his face and bands scratched, bis body braised, 
and his shirt smothered with blood, which had flowed Írom the 
head of the first burglar. The most singular thing is, that neither 
Mra. Chivers nor sny of the family heard anything of the 
struggle. On coming down stairs, and examining the premises, 
the о of the thieves could be traced fr m beginniug 
to end. ‘They had made themselves at home іп the pautry, 
paying attention to the wine. From almost all the rooms 
they УА various articles, and had them packed up ready for 
removal. The probability is, that after having had their sup 
the three men made a thorough overhaal of the rooms down sta 
and, having made their selections, burglar No 8 was left to pack 
up while the other two went to reconnoitre and pick up waiís and 
strays in the up-stairs department, Burglar No. 2 must have besa 
on his voyage of discovery the first man was caught, and No. 
3 was во busy in getting the spoil together that he did not hear the 
struggle until the second man was disabled. As it was they had 
their labour in vain, and two of them bave got в sound thrashing 
into the bargain. It is fortunate for Mr. Obivers that he did not 
come upon the three men together, or he might have got very 
roughly handled. The stairs, the passage, the kitchen, and the 
soullery were literally covered with blood which hed flown from 
the head of the first robber. Мг. Ohivers hase few bruises and 
scratches, but nothing of serious moment.

AN ISLE OF WIGHT MURDER. 


Ат the coroner's inquest on the body of an unfortunate woman, 
named Mary Aun Phillips. the following evidence was adduced :— 

Samuel Saunders deposed: I live at Weeks в, and am а boatman, 
seventy-four years of age. Have seen the hody of deceased, Mary 
Ann Phillios, aged И, а daughter of my wife before I married her 
She has а husband living. Been separated from ber husband about 
five years. She has been living about two yeara with Robert Hallett 

Uhey lived at St John’s-road since Michaelmas. Hallett is a farm 

labourer. No one lived in the house but Hallett, Phil ips, and 
Hallett' son, about fourteen years of age. There аге two rooms 
in the house, one up-stairs, and опе down. Hallett and Phillips 
slept up-stairs, and the son down stairs. I was at Hallett's 
house on Tuesday evening about seven o'clock. Robert and 
George Hallett and the deceased were in the house; they ар- 
peared on very good terms. I remained there all the even- 
ing. We had during the evening three half-gallons of six- 
peuty beer, of which they all partook. The deceased also druuk 
half-a-quartern of British brandy. Some beer was left on the 
tale. The deceased fetched part, and I end Robert Hallett the re- 
mained We fetched the brandy. I carried it in my pocket 
aud gave it to the deceased. | received it direct from the тап who 
served it I do notthiak deceased drank во much as either Hallett 
or myself. During the evening they hada few words about a 
woman named Caroline Pickering, who hed been living for 
a short time with Hallett, aud deceased said she did not wish to 
live with him any more. After that they became frioudly and 
danced and sung together; they went on peacefully during the re- 
mainder of the evening. Between eleven and twelve o'clock | went 
out of the house, when Hallet asked me to come back, and said I 
could sleep with the boy. I went back, and after twelve o'clock the 
boy and Í went to bed together in the up-stairs room. — "allett 
and the deceased said they would sleep on the sofa. When 1 
went (о bed I left them іп the down-stairs room, peacefully and 
quiet. At the time I went to bed we were all a little elevated 
tr m what we had had to drink, but not to say drunk, and I per- 
fectly recollect everything that took place. I went to bed, and 
went to sleep in a few minutes, but was awakened during the night 
by heariug my daughter saying “ Father, father !”—not loudly I 
took no notice of it, but went to sleep again. After some time 
something awoke me aud gres d together; we boih jumped out 
of bed at the same time. I h no sound. Itold the boy to set 
a light as fast as he could. Не did во, and we went down-stairs 
together. І there saw my danghter on the floor, on her face, with 
blood around her. She was partly dressed, and Robert Hallett 
was lying at her left side, between her and the sofa, with his 
head on her shoulder; he hed nothing on but his flannel shirt. 
While looking at him I saw him throw off his shirt, and snatch at 
the sheet from tue sofa, and соуег himself with it as far аз the 
shoulders. His head was downward, therefore I could not see the 
state of his throat. I said to the boy, “ Open the door, and go and 
cali Cooper up.” The door was locked at which we wanted to get 
out. The boy broke it open with the poker and а billhook ; the 
door was the one leading into Albert-street. We both went and 
ealled Mr. Cooper, and he came back with пз. When we returned 
Hallett and the deceased were lying іп the same position І had first 
seen them. I may have been gone six or seven minutes, or per- 
haps more. Ооорег went for the pe and I remained in the room. 
I did not touch either of the bod Ispoke to Hallett, but he did 
not make an теру. Cooper quiekly retarned with the sergeant of 
the police, I did not see the knife until I saw it in some person's 
hand, but I don't know whose; I cannot say whether before or after 
the police came. It was covered with blood, and I believe that 
produced to be the same. There were no estables cut with the knife. 
І до not know if Hallett had any knives the «ame ae that I saw 
covered with blood. The ies never agreed for long together 
On Tuesday evening Hallett said to deceased in my presence, “ If 
I do not have you no other man shal,” and I have beard him say 
that on vious occasions. He never struck her in my presence 
During the evening he several times took her around the neck and 
kissed her, but she turned her head away. She has several times 
left him, and he went after her, and she went ba^k to live with him 
again. That has occurred within the last month Т think she 
went back on the 1st of this month. There was smoking as well as 
drinking during the evening. 

Several other witnesses were examined, but their evidence did 
not differ materially from that of Samuel Saunders. 

The Coroner briefly, but harriedly, summed up, pointing out the 
law of the case, and commenting with much acuteness upon the 
evidence. 

The jury, after а consultation, occupying, perhaps, about ten 
minutes, returned в verdict of * Wiiful Murder" against Robert 
Hallett. 


EXTRAORDINARY BIGAMY CASE AT SUNDERLAND. 


AT Bunderland, John Grieve, lately assistant civil engineer to the 
River Wear commissioners, was charged with bigamy The history 
of the man із somewhat peculiar. In September, 1856, he was 
married to Matilde Blench, at Bishopton Church, describing himself 
as a professor of mathematics, na John Dixon Grieves, and the 
son of barrister. He was, in fact, at this time engaged at the Tyve 
Docks. After living with big wife а month he left her, and was 
not heard of till May, 1862, when he wrote from Glasgow Gaol, 
asking for a few postage stamps and some letters to comfort him. 
He soon afterwards obtained his appointment under the Wear com- 
missioners. While employed thas іп Sunderland, he called at ahe 
shop of a Miss Waldie, and introduced himself by saying he know 
the late Mr. Waldie, banker, of Kelso, snd asked if she was any 
relation. A few days afterwards Miss Waldie received a letter pro- 
posing marriage, in which the defendant said he had never met with 
any one he could love but ber. After в few inquiries she consented, 
aud they were married on October 23. Threə days afterwards he 
left for Liverpool to obtain a situation, and wrote severa! times ask- 
ing for money, which was always sent to him, till the unfortunate 
lady discovered that he had been previously married. He was ap- 
prehended in !reland, and on Dec. 3 his second wife received the 
following letter from him, dated from the Sunderland prison :— 
* Through the goodness of Mr. Stainsby, Г am permitted to drop 
you а few lines. How strange and mysterious are the ways of 
Providence! Little did I know the last Sabbath that I spent with 

оп that you would be the means of sending me here. I look to the 
аа with trembling despair. Good heavens! what а situation [ 
amin. The sight of а silent green field and the great silent sky 
above it—oh, why should it be denied mortal man? But there is a 
day coming in the history of mankind—that grand universal in- 
quest when the secrets of ali hearts shall be Jaid open; it will be 
known then how I was so treacherously betra by the Blenches. 
They drugged my drink and made me quite . They had the 
license and the ring Lee prog I have no more recollection of that 
fatal day than I hsve of the deluge that destroyed the earth. The 
clergyman, when he saw that I was stupid with drink, ssid he had 
committed a most illegal act in reading the service. The Blenches 
know this right well, and they have no claim upon me. I am truly 
for you; but you must remember that you are and will be 
ту wife in the sight of heaven. Г married you with my will, bat 
never anyother. Г am heavy-hearted, lonesome, and sad. Ido 
not know what to do—s long, dreary winter in prison. New Year's- 
day was the day appointed to commence my situation in Liverpool. 
Oh, what a caange. I am very hungry. For the days that are 
departed, will you not condescend to send me а small piece of some- 
talog to өм?”

The two firet-men- 
tioned oowmiss\oners arrived at Falmouth on Thursday, and having 
put themselves in communication with Dr. Byrne, these three gen- 
етеп proceeded to the resideuce of Samuel Porter, at Flushing, 
when, having satistied themselves of the truth of the most flagrant 
of the allegations, they, upon the suggestion of Mr. Wilkes, sent 
for a coonty magistrate, in order that be might witness the 
horrible condition in which the poor man was found. Mr. J. 
Knill Kinsman shortly afterwards arrived and inspected the loath- 
some den and the condition of the lanatic Оп calliog at Samuel 
Porter's, an objection, it is said, was first made to the commissioners 
seeing the poor man; but having stated their determination to do 
50, and the authority and cause of their visit, farther resistance was 
useless, and the three gentlemen proceeded to a room at the back of 
the house. On the door being opened a horrible stench was felt. 
There was no means of communication with the dwelling-house, 
the doorway having been built up. and the access being from tho 
garden. The walis of the room were wet, drops of water falling 
therefrom, and covered with excrement Оп the floor was some 
dirty straw, covered with filth, and in the room a tin pan, which 
had been used by the lunatic аз а pillow; there was also а pewter 
pot in the room іп a filthy sta‘e, out of which it is said the avatio 
partook of his victuals. The floor was covered with an acoumula- 
tion of filth, and in this disgusting place was found the lunatic. 
When the commissioners entered he was partaking of abominable 
substances; he was quite naked, and lay on some boards, covered 
by wet and dirty sacking. tie was quite doo le; his head was 
covered with several wounds; the skirting of the room was de- 
cayed, admitting the east wind; his knees, from the position in 
which he had so long lain, were drawn up to his chin; there were 
also sores and ulcers on his leg, aud his hip and knee j ints were 
quite stiff. For his bed were placed a few bare battens, raised a 
few inches from the floor, and placed nearly & foot apart from each 
other. Тһе poor fellow, who was formerly а fine man, was now 
l Ме more than а skeleton, and presented an intolerably disgust- 
iug appearance in every respect. It ap; 8 that the lanatic was 
а mason, and has been in the custody of his brother Samuel, 
who is about three years his junior, for the past eleven years. 
About eight months since Samuel removed from another house in 
Flushing, and the lunatic was huddled into a wheelbarrow in the 
middle of the night, and put into the room where he has ever since 
been confined, and where filth of all kinds has been aliowed to ac- 
cumulate. The room window was never seen open, and it is said 
that no one bat the brether or his wife were permitted to go near 
this plac», although the lunatie is stated to possess sufficient pro- 
perty to support him comfortably. 'The brother owns some pro- 
perty at Flushing, and tbe lunatic, it is alleged, is entitled to а 
portion under the will of his father, who died about fifteen years 
since, when the Inuatic was left in charge of his sister Obarlotte. 
She left for America about ten years ago, since which time the 
poor ereature has been under the care of his brother Samuel. The 
father's will (if any) has not been proved, nor bave letters of ad- 
ministration been obtained. Samuel has a brother-in-law residing 
with him, who is а superannuated officer «f the customs, іп re- 
ceipt of upwards of £100 a year. Aw order baviog been obtained 
for the removal of the unfortunate being to the Connty Lunatic 
Asylum at Bodmin and ithaving become known that this wonld 
take р'асе on Sunday afternoon, much excitement was created. and 
& concourse of persons—probably between 2,000 and 3.000 in 
number—visited the village for the purpose of endeavouring to 
catch a glimpse of the sufferer. The excitement among the people 
was intense, and had 3amuel presented himself he would not have 
been tenderly dealt with. Dr. Byrne, however, had made arrange- 
ments by which any serious con-equences were prevented. About 
half-past four oclock tbe poor creature was removed to the asylum 
in a carriage which had been sent from Bodmin for the purpose. 
{tis understood that the case will shortly be brought under the 
official notice of the magistrates.”

An attempt had been made to force 
the lid, but unsuccessfuliy, and ultimately а great piece had been hammered 
with & stone out of tbe bottom, which was double, and very strong. 
Through this the contents of the safe had been teken out. The papers end 
deeds were scattered about the vault, but the watch, jewellery, &nd money 
were gone. When first brought before the magistrate, they stated that they 
had concealed the £5 notes in а crevice of the wall of the vault. The place, 
however, had since been searched by the police, but nothing had been 
found. The prisoners, when taken, hed only а few ehillings about them.

Benarts, the Holy City of the Hindoos, and one of the most 
ancient in Indis, lies upon the northern bank of the Ganees, at the 
point where it receives the waters of the two small tributaries, the 
Burns and Атвее, from whose united names is derived that of tbe 
town Alljunctions of other rivers with the Ganges are sacred, 
but that of the Jumna and the invisible Seriswattee, at Allahabad, 
surpasses all others in holiness. Nevertheless, Benares, from 
heving besn the spot where Mahadeo (if we are not mistaken) 
made his last incarnate appearance on the earth, is so peculiarly 
sanctified, that, according to Hindoo belief, all persons who live 
within a cirouit of five miles—even the sbborred Mussulman and 
the beef-eating English — go to paradise, whether they wish it 


or no. 

The English cantonments encircle the old Hindoo city. Owing 
to the бор dry beds of the small rivers, scarring the rather arid 
level which it covers, the settlement has not the home-like, pleas- 
ing features of others in Hindostan. There are а few handsome 
private mansions, а spacious church, and the new Sanserit College, 
which is considered the finest modern edifice in India. E 

As а city, Benares presents & more picturesque and impressive 
whole than either Delhi or Lucknow, though it has no such traces 
of architectural splendour as those cities. The streets are narrow 
and crooked, but paved with large slabs of sandstone; the houses 
are lofty, substantial structures of wood, with projecting storeys, 
and at every turn the eye rests upon the gilded conical domes of 
& Hindoo temple, or the tall minaret of a Mahomedan mosque. It 
is а wilderness of fantastic buildings, in which you are constantly 
surprised by new and striking combinations and pioturesque effects 
of light and shade. 

Tae Golden Pagoda, а great temple of Mahadeo, is built of red 
sandstone, which seems to have grown darker and richer by age: 
and, by contrast with the blazing gold of its elaborate spires, has 8 
wonderfully gorgeous appearance. The style of itecture is 
essentially the same in all Hindoo tem he body of the struc- 
ture is square and massive, enclosing the shrine of the god. Frow 
& cornice of great breadth, aud often covered with өспіріпгей 
ornaments, rises а tall spire, of parabolic outlines, which has the 
look of being formed by ап accretion of smaller spires of similar 
form.

naked, and of the face, the eyes and nose alone 
are visible. Upon this mantle they wear, at the 
top of the head, a hat which, in the crown and 
rime, resembles the large felt hats of our sailors.
